The WIC Program, (which 
stands for Women, Infants and 
Children), is a supplemental 
food, nutrition and health pro- 
gram offered locally through the 
Wasatch City-County Health 
Department. 

Women who are pregnant, 
lactating or who. have delivered 
within six months may be eligible 
for enrollment. 


Infants under. 


one year and children up to five 
years of age may also qualify for 
assistance. 

- Sponsored by the United 
Slates Department of Agricul- 
ture, the program is administer- 
ed by the Division of Family 
Health Services, Utah State 
Department of Health, through 
local health clinics. 

The program provides women 
with foods high in iron, protein, 
calcium and vitamins A, C, and 
D. These are believed to be 
effective in reducing complicat-

ions of pregnancy, in increasing 
birth weight of infants. and in 
providing maximum potential for 
mental and physical develop- 
ment, 

The foods prescribed for 
infants and children are designed 
lo, promote optimal. growth 
during their critical period of 
development, i 

Primary concern of the pro- 
gram is to deliver preventive 
health car Through dietary 
counseling and nutrition educat- 
ion, participants come to under- 


stand the relationship between 
good nutrition and their health. 
Furthermore, participants need- 
ing other health or social services 
are identified and referred to 
appropriate agencies, 

To be eligible to receive foods 
under the WIC Program, infants, 
children, and pregnant or lactat- 
ing women must meet all of the 
following criteria: 

1. They must be residents of 
Wasatch County. 

2. Must be financially eligible. 

3. They are certified by 
competent professionals from the 
Wasatch City-County WIC Age- 
ney as being nutritionally at risk 
because of anemia, inadequate 
growth patterns. low birth 
weight. inadequate dietary patt- 
erns. a high risk pregnancy or 
discase or conditions which 
directly or indirectly alter nutrit- 
ional status or the adequacy of 
dictary intakes.

Dear Bud, 


I stopped by your bar on 5/28/85 to make an investigation 
as to the progress of correcting sewage problems that have existed 
at your establishment. During the investigation it was noted that 
sewage is again surfacing on your property in the area where you 
stated you installed a new drainfield. 


As a health department with the responsibility of protecting 
the health of the people in our jurisdiction, we have no recourse 
but to give a health department order under the authority of Utah 
Code 26-24-14 and 26-24-22 to close your establishment immediately. 
Violation of this order is a misdemeanor under Utah State Law and 
each day of violation may be determined to be a separate violation. 


You have the right of appeal before the Board of Health and 
may request in writing to convene a hearing if you so desire.

For those who want an optional 
24 Channel Blood Chemistry test 
that measures diabetes, kidney 
and liver, thyroid and 20 other 
screenings it is necessary to fast 
for 4 hours. In addition to the 
blood chemistry, there will be an 
optional Cardiac Profile available 
which measures low density 
lipoproteins (LDL), very low 
density lipoproteins (VLDL), and 
high density lipoproteins (HDL) 
in cholesterol. HDL is considered 
the “good” form of cholesterol to 
have circulating in the blood. 
People with increased levels of 
HDL seem protected against 


heart attacks while those with- 


low levels of HDL seem to be 


susceptible to heart attacks. 
Fasting requirement for Cardiac 
Profile is 12 hours. Take 
advantage of both of these 
optional tests for the low cost of 
$15.00 total. 

Remember, to have both of 
these tests run, it is necessary to 
fast for 12 hours. You 
participants may have water, 
black coffee and tea with nothing 
added. 

If you are on any medication 
please take it unless you have to 
take your medication with food.
